SUMMONED.

Te playing of the Continental casino 


ame, ‘‘ La Boule,’ on Bray Head and 
planade led to the appearance of 
seven amusement caterers in the District 
Court yosterday on summonses under»the 
* Vagrancy Act of 1824 for permitting games 
of chance to be played. The summonses were 
at the suit of the Attorney-General. 
Superintendent McManus, prosecuting, said 
that the presecutions were brovght under the 
Segreney Act of 1824, as amended by sub- 
sequent legislation, which prohibited a person 
from playing at or with a table or instru- 
ment of gaming in any street or highway, 
or any open or public place. 
The first case heard was against James B. 
Dawson, Lucerne Cottage, Bray. 
The evidence of Guard O'Keeffe was that 
people were playing at the defendant's table 
on the Esplanade. 


WON AT 6TOl1, . 

One woman placed 1s. 6d. on the figure 
four and won 9s. A man then placed Is. 
on the red. He lost it, and it was taken 
up by the man in charge of the table. 

Answering Mr. Kingsmill Moore, who (in- 
structed by Mr. Porter) appeared for the 
defence, the witness said that he could keep 
people out of the place where the game’ was 
played if he desired The sides of the sóed 
were removed, and the public had free access 
to it. 

Mr. Moore contended that the place where 
om game was carriéd on was not a public 
piace. 

District Justice McCarthy held that the 
games were played in a public place. He 
dismissed the summons under the Probation 


of Offenders Act. 

John McGuirk, Bray Head: Michael 
McGuirk, Bray Head; Gordon Hunt, 
Esplenade; J. Clifford, Esplanyvis; Estelle 
Gurney, Bray Head; Harold Gurney, Bray 
Head; and Lewis Smith, Esplanade, were 
smumoned for similar offences, aud a like 


order was made in every case. 


JUMPING FROG STOPS PLAY. 

Subsequently Thomas RA. Blackbourne, 
manager to Mr. McGuirk, summoned Patrick 
Collins, another amusement caterer, of Bray 
Head, for assault. 

Plaintiff's evidence was that he was 
manipulating the La Boule table when a 
man named Bell, an ex-employé of McGuirk’s, 
interfered with the progress of the game by 
throwing a jumping frog on the table, and 
the result was that people left off playing. 
When he subsequently complained to the 
defendant, by whom Bell was employed, he 
struck him (plaintiff) on the chin. 

Mr. Collins denied the assault, and said 
that Blackbourne tapped him several times 
on the- chest, and, thongh asked repeatedly 
to go away, he refused, The defendant then 
pushed him. 

The Justice, describing 
assault, dismissed the case.

for work be done by the Corporation -on 
behalf of the ratepayers, as, for instance, any 
deposit that was made by any person when 
places had to be opened up in connection 
with services under the Public Health Act.

N this book Mr. Ryan sets hiinself a

provinces. The unity achieved was only 
the soulless corpse of his ideal. The years 
dragged on, and, back in London, the 
exile surrounded himself with friends, 
His latter days were not too unhappy, 
but the old fire had departed and only 
a shadow remained. II health dogged 
him, and a visit to Italy did little to 
restore him. March the 10th, 1872, saw 
the end. By a curious coincidence the 
great statue of Mazzini in Genoa stands 
almost upon the very spot where Cavour 
once threatened to have him hanged.

the British Minister of Transport to seek 
an equitable basis for the taxation of com- 
niercial road vehicles, may have early re- 
actious in the Irish Free State and in 
Northern Ireland. It is accordingly appro- 
priate to compare the existing rates of taxa- 
tion and some other relevant data which 
apply to the respective countries. 
ossibly, the most startling facts which 
were disclosed in the report of the British 
Joint Conference were that motor owners in 
Great Britain are now taxed, by means of 
licence duties and petrol import taxes, to the 
extent of £57,500.000 annually; of which 
£36,000,000 is paid by private car, motor- 
cycle,. taxi cab, omnibus, and motor coach 
owners; while the present annual contribution 
of proprietors of motor lorries and other 
commercial goods vehicles amounts to no less 
than £21,000,000

Having reached the conclusion that the 
whole motor-owning community should pay 
£60,000,000 annually to liquidate all costs of 
British roads, the Joint Conference decided 
that the present deficit of £2,500,000 should 
be distributed, by way of increased and 
graduated vehicle licence duties, over the 
owners of commercial goods vehicies.

National teachers spend six years preparing for their profession at a cost 
of £300 to £500. Rarely does it happen that a teacher begins to earn money 
before he reaches the age of 22. 


The Salary. 


_.. The net commencing salary is £2. 12. 6 per week in the case of men, and 
£2. 3. Qin the case of women. After a probationary period of from 2 to 5 
years they receive annual increments of 4/- week. Nearly 3,000 teachers 
are in receipt of a maximum salary of less than £2. 15, 0 per week. The 
average salary of all teachers is £4. 10s. per week. It takes a trained teacher 
at least twenty years to get to the maximum of from £4. 15.0 to £6 per week 
net.

Pensions. 


In the matter of pensions the teachers compare very unfavourably with all 
other public servants. Over 2,500 National Teachers are ineligible for pension 
even alter 40 years service. Ihe remainder have to contribute 47; of their 
salaries to the cost of their pensions. At the change of Government teachers 
were promised a non-contributory pension scheme. This promise has not 
materialised. Owing to State neglect the fund from which their pensions are 
being paid has become insolvent. 


The present Government expects the teachers to agree to a further drastic 
cut in their salaries. [he teachers protest vehemently against this further demand. 
Are they not, together with other members of the community, shouldering their

The teachers work is of prime importance to the nation, and the least they 
have a right to expect, in order that this work should continue to be carried on 
not only with zeal and efficiericy, but with enthusiasm, is that they should be 
left free from the worry and anxiety which the uncertainty as to their pay, pension, 
and prospects must necessarily cause them.

GG rwvointic: is in the throes of a silent 


revolution. A psychological revulsion 

has been taking place which is even 
more important in its effects on the future 
than the outward manifestations which have 
as yet made their appearance. Hitler has not 
created the National-Socialist movement—the 
Nationalist spirit has created Hitler. It 1s as 
inconceivable that the Nazis should have 
existed as an effective force in Germany ten 
years ago as that they should. not exist as 
such to-day. 

It may be said that the German people 
are bow. reverting to their true character 
after fourteen years of aberration. The Army 
is the symbol of innate German characteristics 
—~a deep-seated love of order, pride in dis- 
cipline-and pleasure at. uniforms and military 
pomp jn all its aspects. The debacle of 1916, 
when a tattered, hungry, straggling Army 
dragged» back from a lost war to a dis- 
illusioned population, brought about an 
eclips¢ otmilitary prestige which has lastedover 
a decade, but is now past. 

Germany is now thrilling to the word. 
“discipline,” as an Englishman would to the 
wosd “Jiberty.” Even those Germans who are 
not Nazis speak with unbounded admiration of 
Adolph Hitler and his forces—their dis- 
cipline. Hitler’s Storm Army is drilled to the 
perfection of old soldiers, and is vouchsafed 
the same admiration as was aroused in the 
old days by the Kasier’s troops. When “' Tie 
Leader,” as Hitler, after the model ot “il 
is called, gives one of his orations, 
which scarcely bear the test of reading after- 
wards, the tact that the dropping of a pin can 
he heard in an andience of many housands'.s 
the effect as much of discipline as : Í ora‘ory. 


THE TOY SOLDIER. 


This love of the German for all things 
military is an ineradicable force with which 
other nations should reckon, It is militarism, 
but in a far less harmful sense than the term 
usually conveys. A shrewd observer, w'ic se

BELFAST, Friday. 


(ITH the coming of September the 
associations—literary, dramatic and 
musical — which help to _ brighten 
life in the depressing winter months, 
begin their activities. The Belfast Phil- 
harmonic Society is recruiting new 
members both for chorus and orchestra, 
and is preparing for what it is hoped may 
prove a notable season.

Criticising the production of ‘‘ George 
Barnwell,’’ the report states that most of 
the parts were played ruggedly, or in 
wooden fashion, and the audience seemed 
out of its depth. “ Presumably the 
spectacle of conventional morals and senti- 
ment paraded thus starkly for our edifica- 
tion was so shocking as to inhibit every 
kind of emotion, We did not laugh; we 
did not even hiss—we just gaped.” 


AUTHORS CONTRASTED. 


They gaped, too, we are told, over the 
production of ‘‘ The Father,” but the other 
plays were done better and were more 
acceptable to the audiences. 

“That is not surprising, for each of the 
three authors—Congreve, Ben Jonson and 
Shaw—-have much more in commen with 


Strindberg. One might say of the trio

| LEINSTER COLLEGE 
OF IRISH. 


560 STUDENTS LAST 
YEAR,

Last, night the inaugural meeting oí the 
Leinster College of Irish 1922-35 session 
was held in the College, 59 Parnell square, 
Dublin. 

Judge George Moonan, K.C., honorary 
manager of the College, who presided, ex- 
pressed hs regret at not being able of late 
to attend at the College, but he was glad 
to say that the College was securely founded, 
and that it was in the hands of a highly 
competent staff of teachers. Since the 
College was established great progress had 
been made with the teaching of the Inish 
language, and much of that was due to the 


loyalty of its students and to their exertions 
on its behalf all through the years, 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

In the Committee's report for the past 
year it was stated that, for the twent)-s.x 
years of the College s existence, over 5,000 
students had attended. Last year’s attend- 


ance reached 560, while 1,000 teachers’ 
certificates had been awarded. Its former 
students now figure prominently in both the 
teaching and administrative work of the 
College. They also form a good proportion 
of the teaching staffs of other Gael’e colleges. 
Were it not for the teachers who had been 
trained in this College, the introduction of 
the present educational policy of the Free 
State would have been impracticable as 
regards Dublin and most of Leinster. In 
additon to the 560 students in the oral 
classes, there were 965 students in the corre- 
spondence classes. At the annual examina- 
tion in June seven diplomas and certificates 
were awarded, 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, T.D., moving 
the adoption of the report, said that the 
College was in the region of a Gaelic um- 
vers.ty, and that it was doing better work 
for the language than some of the univer- 
sity colleges. He hoped that the College 
would have restored it the privilege of 
which it had been deprived by the Educa- 
tion Department a few years ago. The 
importance .of having competent — Irish 
teachers in all the schools could not be 
exaggerated, but he regretted to say that 
there were hundreds of teachets in the 
schools at present “who had no knowledge 
of Irish. This College was remarkable for 
the fraternal spirit that ex:sted between its 
professors and its students, past and present, 


THE NEED OF THE MOMENT. 

Dr. James Sharkey, supporting, said that 
the greatest need of the moment was to keep 
the language al've and to see to its extension 
all over the country, afd for that purpose it 
was necessary to have good Irish books at 
the disposal of all who studied the language. 
He was of opinion that the College should 
assist in the founding of a school of Ir'sh 
writers. He was surprised that such authors 
as the Rev. Dr, Dineen and. “ Maire’’ did 
not receive Government recogn'tion for the 
work they had done in that line. 

Mr. Thomas Morrissey, M.A., seconded the 
adoption of the report, and said that a large 
number of the teacher-students came to Col- 
lege, not for certificates, but for the help they 
get in preparing themselves to teach the pro- 
gramme of Irsh in the schoo's, and especially 
for the practice they get in hearing anc 
speaking Irish during the winter sessions, 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. Brian Fitzpatrick, Principal of the 
College, before presenting certificates to the 
seven students to whom thev were awarded 
by the examiners, thanke! the teachers for 
their work during the past session, and par- 
ticularly thanked the Rev. J. Redmond for 
his gift of Gaelic books to the library of the 


College.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.

As 
long as there is such a terrible inducement 
held out to the poteen-maker, no vigilance 
or efforts of the law will put a stop ta the 
practice on the boglands and hillsides of 
Ireland.

The Catalan Statute. 

Yesterday the young Spanish Republic 
completed one of the most pressing and 
most delicate of its early tasks, when the 
Statute of Autonomy for Catalonia was 
passed by the Cortes; The struggle for 
the measure has been bitter and prolonged. 
To trace the history of Catalan separatism 
would be to trace the history of Spain; 
but a problem that existed when Barcelona 
was the queen of Mediterranean ports 
took on a new aspect when King Alfonso 
abandoned his palace. At that moment 
of revolutionary triumph the Catalan 
leaders remembered that they had vowed 
support to the Republican movement only 
on the understanding that their age-old 
claims to autonomy “should receive 
immediate attention at the hand of the 
new Government. When the new 
Government came into office Catalonia 
was not slow to remind it of benefits 
received ; but the pressure of even more 
important business caused the measure to 
be shelved for a time. A year ago, how- 
ever, the Cortes received an unequivocal 
indication that the province did not 
intend to remain modestly in the back-. 
ground while the Constitution of the new

The Statute,-which nas been consider- 
ably modified in the course of its passage 
through the Cortes, gives a wide measure 
of home rule to Catalonia, which, with 
own language snd possessing in 
Barcelona the largest city in Spain, 
claimed to be considered a separate 
political unit after the revolution, 

Although Catalonia contain- little more 
than a tenth of the population of the 
whole of Spain, it possesses more than a 
quarter of the national wealth, and is the 
busiest industrial part of the country. 

The Chamber of Deputies finally  ap- 
proved to-day, by 318 votes to 19, the 
land Reform Bill, which provides for 
the expropriation of the property of 
vrandees and other uobles.. The measure 
not apply to tanded persons not 
belonging to the aristocracy.

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INCOME TAX. 
ON RENTS. 


FROM BUSINESS 
PREMISES. 


PROVISIONS OF 
THE ACT. 


of the most profitable investments in 

this countfy has been the purchase of 
house property, and one of the chief reasons 
for this has been the fact that the income 
tax in respeet of house property has always 
been charged in Ireland on the Poor -Law 
Valuation of the property, and not on the 
rents recéived, 

A speculator in house property, therefore, 
has in the past legally escaped a consider: 
able amount of income tax and, possibly 
super-tax liability, but in the future ne may 
not enjoy such immunity. There is in the 
last Finance Act a section (Section 6) which 
brings into charge to tax all rents in excess 
of valuation derived from lettings of pre- 
mises occupied for business purposes. 

The section empowers the Revenue authori- 
ties to ‘asstss to income tax (and also, by 
implication, to sur-tax) the ‘‘ annual rent 

yable for any premises occupied 
or the purposes of any trade, pro- 
fession or vyocation,” in excess of 
the annual value (i.¢:, the Poor Law Valua- 
tion). This, of course, means that the owner 
of business. premises in, say, Grafton street, 
valued at » who recéives an annual rent 
of £600, will, as from the current year be 
liable to tax on an additional £300, subject 
to such deductions as rates, fire insurance, 
repairs, and expenses of management. Tf 
such expenses amounted to , the total 
amount of the rent assessed to tax would 
be £250, in addition, of course, to the 
ordinary assessment on the £200 valuation 
of the premises. 

Owners. of houses which are let for resi- 
dential purposes only, or mainly for residen- 
tial purposes dnd partly for purposes of a 
profession (such as a doctor's house) or 
vocation, are not liable to be charged under 
the new basis of assessment in respect of 
the rents which they receive. The assess-

Mr. Bevin asked that the whole matter 
should be regarded as just beginning; for it 
appeared likely, he said, that unless there 
was a settlement soon the scope of the dis- 
pute would be widened. They had under- 
taken the biggest task the T.U.O. had ever 
been ieaktlened with—to help those who were 
fighting reaction.: 

Bell, a representative of the cotton 
operatives, said the real cause of the dispute 
was the action of the employers, who did

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IRISH TITLE FOR McLEAN 
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HEAVY DEFEAT OF BROWN IN 
AMATEUR FINAL.

N 1899 Johr, Ba'l won the final of the Irish 
| Amateur Open Championship by 135 and 
11, and the following year Harold Hilton 
became the champion, his score in the last 
match being lland9 Lionel Munn was another 
big winnar of the title—9 and 7—in 1910, and 
when Gotdon Lockhart won the final in 1912 
it was by 11 and 9. W. B. Taylor was an- 
other who in 1895 was among the one-sided 
winners of the championship, and his and 
Ball’s 13 and 11 stand as the joint “ record.” 
The final of 1894, which Ball won by 9 and 
7,cuntil#yesterday, was the “ ecord” decid- 
ing match for this champirnship at Dolty- 
monnt: bus John McLean, holder of the Scot- 
tish Championship, beat J. C. Brown by 9 
and 8, and.thus for the second vear in succes- 
sion, the Cup went to a Scottish golfer, Eric 
McRuvie having won it at Newcastle twelve 
months ago. 
SCOTSMAN’S BRILLIANCE. 

Brown having played such convincing golf 
all the week that there was justification for 
expecting tha’ this thirty six holes final would 
form a fitting wind wp to a most. successful 
event, But the Irishman did not reproduce the 
same quality golf against McLean that put 
John Stevenson and Roy McConnell out, while 
Mcl.ean’s brilliant exhibition excelled his best 
of the tournament. On the twenty-eight holes 
he was very rarely off the fairway, and only 
twice was he in a bunker, when his tee stot 
to the 16th on the first round was trapped 
on the right of the green—and then he wen 
the hole by playing a beautiful shot out and 
holing the putt—and again at the 6th in the 
evening. 

As a rule Brown was driving the Jonger ball 
from the tee; but he did not control the shots 
as well as the Scot, and if the latter had to 
play the strokes to the hole first his splendid 
length :nd direction more than made p for 
any loss of distance with the driver, while 
his putting was beautifully accurate. I have 
not seen many amateurs of the post-war 
school in an Irish Championship play the ivon 
clubs with the strength, precision and «np 
of this young Scotsman, except, -erhps, 
Tommy Armour during the meeting at Port- 
rush in 1919, and few of us who followed this 
match have seen better golf in a home final 
than that with which McLean played yester- 
day. :

On these ten holes Brown 
held his own splendidly, and was but one 
stroke worse than his opponent, who had the 
excellent figures of thirty-nine, with a five 
at the first, the result of slicing his tee shot 
cle- to the wire fence, which hole, by the 
way, Brown should have halved, but lost 
threagh missing a short putt. 

I am confident that ut for the early 
tronbles of Brown he would have made a 
right good match of it. A met ng 
secord shot, to the first hole, which landed 
him into difficulties, and which lost him the 
ho’e to a 5, must have shaken his confidence; 
but he had not time to regain his balance 


when he received a harder knock. His drive.

BRITISH FLYING 

— SA 19. 

A TROUBLE-FREE 
“RECORD.” 


VALUE. OF ALL-METAL 
CONSTRUCTION. 


- 


ORE than 650,000 miles’ flying in 
M four years—equivalent to twenty- 
six journeys around the world—is 
the proud record of the fleet of British flying 
boats which, since 1928, have operated the 
Mediterranean sections of the air mail route 
to India and, latterly, certain northern stages 
of the Africa airway. 

Four Short three-engined boats of the 
‘* Calcutta ” class were first placed in service. 
They aggregated 308,000 miles over the 
Mediterranean, and were then transferred to 
Africa, where they have already flown 
186,000 miles. In the Mediterranean their 

laces wére taken by three much larger 
aise “ Kent ” biplanes. Since the 
were commissioned these machines, which 
are the largest and most luxurious marine 
passenger-carriers in the world, have covered 
no less than 162,000 miles without the 
slightest trouble of any kind. 

t was in one of these big boats that the 
Prince of Wales and Prince George travelled 
a few days ago on their way to visit the 
Fleet at Corfu. Satyrus was placed at their 
disposal. She completed one Friday morning 
her scheduled air journeys from Alexandria 
to Brindisi with passengers, mails and freight 
from Africa,.and wag immediately flown up 
the Italian coast to await at Venice the 
arrival of the Princes. The next morning at 
9.30 the Princes, who were accompanied 
an equerry and two members of their person 
staffs, embarked in the flying boat. A coastal 
fog, thick in places, hung over the water, 


FLEW ABOVE THE FOG. 

The flying machine took off easily, leaving 
4 foaming track in her wake, and shot up 
above the fog into sunshine. All the way to 
Brindisi—350 miles distant—the crew were in 
communication by radio with naval vessels 
and other craft which were groping in the 
fog patches below. While the boat was re- 
fuelled at Brindisi the Princes bathed. 
Ninety minutes after alighting the journey 
was resumed, and Satyrus swept down to the 
water at Corfu just after the moon had risen. 

During the journey the Prince of Wales, 
himself an enthusiastic private aeroplane 
owner and an able pilot, though he has never 
qualified for his “ ticket,” went forward into 
the control cabin and spent some time there 
with the two pilots. He examined every de- 
tail of the piloting, navigational and radio 
equipment with the greatest interest, ‘‘ felt ”’ 
the controls and asked many questions. Before 
disembarking at Corfu he expressed much 
pleasure with the flight, commenting parti- 
cularly on the comfort and quietness of the 
big aircraft. He said that the journey had 
been accomplished at a speed and with an 
absence of fatigue which would have been 
impossible by any other form of travel. 

Satyras has two sister craft on the Medi- 
terranean, named by Imperial Airways Scipio 
and Sylvanus, respectively. -Each of these 
machines, constructed by the pioneer firm of 
Short Brothers at Rochester, Kent, is an all- 
metal biplane, in which the upper wings 
span no less than 113 feet. Fully laden; the 
beat weighs fifteen tons. Four 550 h.p. 
sristol *‘ Jupiter’’ motors drive the craft at 
& maximum speed of 137 miles an hour at a 
height of 5,000 feet above the sea. At the 
same altitude the cruising speed is 105 m,p.h. 
Range in still air, with normal load, is 450 
miles, and the big ‘plane can climb to a 
“ceiling” of 19,500 feet. 


QUIET AS RATLWAY. 


In addition to a crew of four, every boat 
of this class has luxurions accommodation for 
fifteen passengers; it also carries a ton of 
mails and freight. Relative quiet in the 
saloon, which is no noisier than a first-class 
railway compartment with the windows shut, 
is obtained by placing the engines far from 
the passenger quarters and the employment 
of special sound-deadening materials in the 
hull structure. 

The flyirg trials of Scipio, first of the three 
to be .completed, constituted a triumph for 
the constructors that is, perhaps, unrivalled 
in the chronicles of building new types of big 
aircraft, From the first moment of the first 
take-off the machine was found to be abso- 
lutely ‘‘right,” and not a single modification 
of any importance was required. Recently 
the same firm has scored a similar success in 
the trials of their new six-engined giant mili- 
tary boat; it also went through all tests with 
ease at the first attempt. 

The smaller ‘Calcutta’ boats, now rele- 
gated to the Africa airway, are remarkable 
in having spent four years in the open air. 
The lack of trouble caused by corrosion and 
exposure to all conditions of weather has 
proved definitely the value of all-metal flying 
boat construction, particularly in reducing 
maintenance costs.

REVIVAL IN BRITISH 
FUNDS.

Dull conditions characterised the majority 
of departments of the London Stock Mar- 
kets in the early hours of yesterday, while 
trading was on a greatly reduced scale. This 
was a natural reaction following upon the 
overnight adyices from Wall Street and the 
disappointment caused by the United States 
Government Bureau cotton crop report, and 
the appearance of sellers accentuated the 
downward trend, so that shortly after the 
opening quotations in numerous instances 
stood at considerably reduced levels. 

In the afternoon, however, markets gener- 
ally developed a decidedly brighter appear- 
ance, business broadening in several direc- 
tions, whilst the favourable character of the 
Imperial Chemical dividend announcement 
exerted a beneficial influence. The re- 
covery was materially assisted by news of 
early firmness on Wall Street, and in the 
majority of directions quotations rallied 
sharply, with the result that, whilst losses 
on the day’s trading were fairly numerous, 
another lengthy record of more or less sub- 
stantial appreciations was shown. 

British Rails again provided an outstand- 
ing feature of strength. Trading was 
fairly brisk, with the junior issues attractirg 
bulk of attentton and rising sharply, 
whilst. the prior charges all gained fresh 
ground. There was a return of interest in 
the gilt-edged department, and values were 
raised fractionally all round. The Indus- 
trial sections reacted sharply in the early 
hours, and although they recovered Jater, the 
closing levels in numerous instances showed 
substantial Josses at the close. Among 
Mines, the Gold shares were affected by 
profit-taking, but West Springs spurted 
sharply on strong Cape buying. Oils de- 
veloped an easier tendency, and lost ground. 
whilst Rubber shares were depressed in 
sympathy with the commodity, the spot 
quotation going back to 24d. per lb., against 
od. per Ib. on Thursday. 

With less attention directed to the specu- 
lative departments of. the House yesterday, 
British Funds enjoyed .wider support, and 
values were correspondingly higher. Trad- 
ing in Foreign Government stocks was again 
on a reduced scale, but while quotations re- 
ceded the turn here and there, firm spots 
were not lacking.

HERE were noisy scenes in the public 
‘| gallery when a crowd, looking for work, 
attended the monthly meeting of the 
Longford Urhan Council. When Mr. M. P. 
Connolly (Cumann. na nGaedheal), the pre- 
siding chairman, vigorously replied to allega- 
tions of political favouritism in the giving of 
work, there was some cheering for Mr. de 
Valera and Fianna Fail. 

A letter was read from Mr. N. Halligan, 
Council's overseer, stating that his attention 
had been drawn to some serious allegations 
made against him at a recent meeting of the 
Fianna Fail Cumann. 

Mr. Connolly proceeded to read extracts 
from the Press report, and at the mention of 
ene Fail there were shouts of “‘ Up de 

Valera ” and cheers from the public gallery. 

Mr. Connolly said that it was all a political 
manceuvre. he Council, in his time, had 
done well for the workers. 

A Voice—‘‘ I would not get work, because 
[ am a Republican.’ 

Mr, Connolly—That is as truthful as the 
other statements. We are in power in the 
town, and we will do our duty honestly, and 
we will have no “ Pooh Bahs ' coming in to 
dictate to us for political propaganda. 

A Voice—‘* Will you put the Coercion Bill 
in force? '' 

This was the signal for a fresh outburst of 
cheers and groans. 

Mr. Connolly— This “ Pooh Bah *’ wants to 
dictate to us about building our new houses 
with local materials. We have always stipu- 
lated for Irish and local materials, as far as 
pooner Let these people put their own 

ouse in order on the County Council, and 
get cut stone for their footpaths and cease 
using foreign material for the kerbs. 

Following further exchanges and, exeite- 
ment, Mr. Connolly, raising his voice above 
the din, was heard to sav that “ these few 
scallywags who shouted there would not be 

ge the most menial job, but thev 
have the audacity to come in here and 
create distutbance. ’ 

The noise assumed higher pitch, and Mr. 
Connolly shonted: ‘‘You had better take 
care of yourselves; for there is as good flesh 
and blood here as you might care to meet 
anywhere. We have no use for the scally- 
wags, the knockabouts, ‘ won't-works,’ and 
whipper-snappers knocking about this town; 
too lazy to take their hands out of their 
pockets, and grinning and sneering at those 
who are doing their best to observa their 
responsibilities. Where are those whipper- 
snappers when men are needed ?”’ 

A Voice—We will be there. 

Mr. ‘Connolly—No ; you will he on the 
run, and the devil himself would not be able 
to catch you. :

FIFTEEN YEARS IN BED.

Ex-Gunner A, O. Careless, whose home is 
it Beidgenorth, Shropshire, had his first out: 
ing vesterday since he was wounded at Nieu- 
port, Belgium, in August, 1917 

After Iving fifteen years on his back on 
account of paralysis, he was one of approxi- 

mately 100 wounded and disabled ex-Servics 
men who visited the Cunarder Aquitania. at 
Southampton yesterday afternoon. These men 
are on holiday at Bournemouth at the expense 
of the Alexandra Musical Society, Birming- 
ham. 

Ex-Gunner Careless. who is taken about in 
A spinal carriage, said yesterday: “TI joined 
the Army as a lad of 16, and in 1917 my 
right leg was smashed at Nieuport I lav 
out for forty-eight hours. and the exposure 
set my bones and locked the joints, so that I 
have never walked since.” 

In 1925 ex-Gunner Careless had another 
terrifying experience. When the ward in 
Highbury Hospital, Birmingham, caught fire 
he was one of the men whom the orderlies 
could not reach. epg a desperate effort, 
he rolled off his bed as his bedclothes caught 
fire, and, unable to ote he managed to ai 
himself to safety.
